tftelr desperate and victorious charges 
of July 1. It possesses a find, too, that 
has been, as greedily sought and when 
found, ns jealously guarded as would 
be a gold pocket In) the 
Klondik-- 


Ever since ihe regiment landed on tins 
blistering- and rnin-drenched 
Isln-nd, 


the greatest hardships hiive been scar- 
city of food and lack of drinking wat- 
er. 
Men. have been compelled to wash 


down limited portions of 
hard tack 


with tolled \vnter taken from dirty and 
polluted streams unfit for bathing pur- 
poses. 
Cochltuate would be as cham- 


pagne to a gutter stream in compari- 
son. 
Now the new camp has a spring 


of clear, pure xvaler, and there is re- 
joicing. 


"The reaction from 
the 
dreadful 


hardships of the past two weeks has 
set hi, threatening the health and vlfcror 
of the entire regiment. 
No one 
in 


Boston, no veteran of the civil war cnn 
comprehend 
the sufferings that have 


been entailed upon the boys of Uncle 
Sam. 


"It has been- either knee deep in wat- 


er that had collected in the trenches, 
or almost prostrated under the fierce 
sun that makes the (lamp or soaking 
uniform of one minute the steaming 
and heating clothing of the next. 
For 


flays the boys might be aptly termed 
human drying machines. 
So. as a re- 


sult, very many men are on the sic a 
list with chills and fever even now. 
when they have dog tents to afford 
some protection. 


"Thus lar the officers of the regiment 


have,been the greater sufferers.

ready fever lias driven L.ieut.-Col. L. 
J. Logan and Captain Dunn of Com- 
pany I to the transports, to be hurried 
to the states, for their lives nrc re- 
ported by t\iff doctors as being Jn dan- 
ger.

The doctors began, to despair of his life 
and when they told him that hlu only 
hone was to "'get on" the Island, he ex- 
pressed the desire to slay and die. wli 
his comrades. 
'I will not leave vny 


l>ost while 1 can hold it,' was his In- 
variable answer to the doctors' coiix.- 
Inyra to save his life. 
Finally he, col- 


lapsed entirely and was powerless to.

doctors' 
orders. 
During 


the beginning of the regiment's duty 
on the island, the week prior to the 
surrender of Santiago, Company I was 
in trenches that encircled the peak ot

mercy of a pitfluss sun all day long. 
The fever seized him there and clung 
to him in spite of the efforts .of the 
doctors to dislodge the murderous foe. 


"Our doctors speak wonderlngly o f : 


the vitality and recuperative powers 
of the men. 
There hnve been 
dnys 


when over half the regiment were on 
the sick list, HO many that it was Im- 
possible for hundreds of them to secure 
medical attendance*. 
This• very fact 


brought nut the heroism of the men. 
Readily they stood to one side to 'grin 
and bearTt,' so that the comrades who 
were worse Ehan they might be saved 
Not a word of complaint, not a selfish 
move. 
But in spite of these handicaps 


to the restoration of health, there has 
up to this writing been only one death 
since the troops landed.

moving would be made in drenching 
rain and a night of discomfort and un- 
easiness would be the result, 


"This had not only a tendency 
to 


make the men 'bine,' but It caused a

done no moving, and ha.ve concluded 
that we nre settled permanently at 
last. 
The camp haa been pitched near 


Kan Juan Iiill, mnde famous by the 
gallantry of the Amerfcrui soldiers In 
ttieir desperate and victorious .charges 
of July 1.

Ever since the regiment landed on this 
blistering and rain-drenched 
island, 


the greatest hardships have been scar- 
city of food and lack of drinking: wat- 
er.

polluted streams unfit for bathing pur- 
poses.

hardships of the past two weeks has 
set In, threatening the health and vigor 
of the entire regiment.

Boston, no veteran of the civil war can 
comprehend the sufferings that have 
been entailed upon 'the boys of Uncle 
Sam. 


"ft has beer> either kr.ee deep In wat- 


er that had collected in the trenches, 
or almost prostrated under -the" fierce 
sun that makes the "damp or soaking 
uniform of one minute the steaming 
and heating clothing of the nest. For 
days the boys might bo aptly termed 
human drying machines.

sult, very many men: are on the stck 
list with chills and! fever even 
now.

"Thus far the officers of the regiment
